Verse 39 says that Mary, who was with child, “hurried” to visit Elizabeth. Based on the 


previous incident in Luke 1:26-38, why do you believe Mary was in such a hurry? 


We know that the baby Elizabeth had was John the Baptist, who God was preparing to carry 
out a special purpose. According to Matthew 3:1-3, what was John the Baptist’s purpose? 


What connection might his purpose have with him leaping in Elizabeth’s womb?

means? 
In v. 43, how could Elizabeth have known that the baby in Mary’s womb was her Lord? 


Do you believe Elizabeth’s words in v. 45 apply to her or to Mary?
